Montz, La., twenty-seven miles north of 
New .Orleans, at midnight, when a 
through freight train crashed into the 
rear of an.- excursion"'train of ten coaches. 


Of the fourteen bodies recovered up 


to noon, nine were negroes and five 
whites. 
The majority of the injured 


were whites, and practically all were 
from towns in South Mississippi. 


Five of the coaches of the passenger 


train were burned and many of the 
wreck victims are believed to have heeu 


, cremated. 


Of the thirteen bodies recovered up to 


0 o'clock today, nine were negroes and 
"four white persons, Of the injured, who 
may total seventy or more, the major- 
ity, it is said, are white.--

the' "dynamite conspiracy" trial today 
of wrecked bridges, viaducts and build- 
ings he left behind in causing explosions 
in various cities. 


"After I blew up the power house 


of a carshop in Mt. Vernon, III, Herbert 
S. Hockin came to me at Chicago, and 
| said I had gotten the wrong job," tes- 
tified McManigal. 


"He said 1 should have blown up a 


rialroad bridge and the union's executive 
board wouldn't allow me pay for the 
job. 


"A few days later .Hockin returned 


with J. B. McNamara. McNamara said 
he had just come from Salt Lake City, 
where he had blown up the new Utah 
hotel building on April 18. He told 
me J. E. Munsey, the business agent at 
Salt Lake had arranged for the ex- 
plosion and Munsey also arranged to 
prove an alibi wjuin the explosion came 
off b.y going to a store and talking to 
the persons there.

" "*Sh"owirrg"Tne: "a"n«v5papef"p'Jclnrfi of 
the Salt Lake City explosion Mc'Namara 
said it.-had been terrific and it came near 
blowing^a statue of Brigham Young off 
a pelestal.

was to pay me $125. for each job. He 
was surprised, saying the executive 
board was allowing $200 and expenses 
for each job.

brother, who was treasurer of the iron 
workers' union) would see that I was 
paid in full hereafter.

IT EXPLAINS CHANGE 


Washington, Xov. 11.—The voluntary 


retirement of Ambassador James Bryce 
of Great Britain which is expected to be 
formally announced today or tomorrow, 
it is believed will mark the abandon- 
ment of any purpose on the part of the 
United States to secure the consumma- 
tion of the pending general arbitration 
treaty with Great Britain. 


The first impulse of the president af- 


ter the senate had amended the treaty 
during the last session in spite of the 
protests of the administration senators 
was to abandon immediately the con- 
vention and to decline to undertake to 
induce the British government to ac- 
cept th« amendments which struck at 
the very essence of the principle of un- 
restricted arbitration. 


After more mature consideration how- 


e.vcr, and frequent conferences between 
Secretary Knox and Ambassador Bryce 
the president was disposed to consider 
the .advisability of pressing the treaty 
to a conclusion on the theory that it 
would at least constitute a notice to 
the world of the intentions of the two 
governments to be guided by the prin- 
ciple of arbitration in their further deal- 
!ncs. 


Recently, however, the administration 


hecnme convinced of the impracticability 
of this plan and it is belii-ved that the 
final decision of the president to drop 
the treaty was the determining factor 
in bringing nhont Ambassador Bryce's 
decision to retire. 


The ambassador had hoped he might 


round out his diplomatic career by sign- 
ing a treaty which would stand as a 
milepost ,in"the. history of the. growth

Principle or Personage. 


Quite naturally a great deal oi' popular interest sur- 


rounds the future of Colonel Roosevelt's new progressive 
party organization. Its sponsors assert with much -em- 
phasis that regardless of its failure to elect Colonel Roose- 
velt to the presidency, the new organization is a living, 
vital, deathless embodiment of a great principle that pur- 
poses to go forward in the fight. Its enemies assert that 
the progressive organization is merely Colonel Roosevelt; 
that it is a personality and not a principle. It must be ad- 
mitted that the progressives are taking preliminary steps 
that give the stamp of genuiness to their claims as to pur- 
pose. From Indianapolis comes the call for a state "love 
least" to be held Nov. 21, and at which plans will be un- 
dertaken to continue the work of the progressive propa- 
ganda. State Chairman Lee asserts that the party will be 
found taking prominent place in the city campaigns 
throughout Indiana next year, contending that the pro- 
gressive program offers just such municipal reforms ;ts 
are needed. Locally, Mr. Preble, the progressive county 
chairman, is credited with the declaration that the pro- 
gressives will have a city ticket in the field in Fort Wayne 
at the next municipal election. Clearly the leaders of the 
progressive movement realize that it is incumbent upon 
them to demonstrate that the effort is one of principle and 
not a mere rally about the attractive personality of Colonel 
Roosevelt. Unless this can be done, the third party cause 
is utterly hopeless so far as permanency is concerned. 


In what at first glance may seem to be wholly un- 


necessary haste in designating the men who are to be 
recommended for Twelfth district postmasterships as rap- 
idly as the commissions of the present occupants of the 
offices expire, Congressman Cline is but taking counsel of 
local political history. At least one democratic predeces- 
sor'of Mr. Cline went down in defeat largely from the fact 
that in a sincere attempt to allow everybody to be heard in 
the matter, the selection of the appointees was deferred 
until the district was in a veritable white heat of wrangle 
because certain well-qualified aspirants were chosen and 
others perhaps equally qualified were not. Picking post- 
masters is the rock which has wrecked many a congres- 
sional craft, and Mr. Cline's early action plainly indicates 
a purpose to get through with the job before storms have 
had an opportunity to gather.

in Indiana 
is 100,000. 
The counties 


about the Kankakee basin hold the ma- 
jority of the game birds. In 1009 the 
legislature passed a bill prohibiting the 
shooting of prairie chickens at any time 
and the slate department immediately 
took up the work of rebuilding the 
shattered numbers of the birds through- 
out the state. The law extends for six 
years, and in 1914, Mr. Miles said, it 
is possible the legislature will be asked 
to open a very short season for the 
chicken shooters, if any at all. 


The farmers in the northern counties 


have been co-operating with the state 
department in its attempts to prevent 
the esermination of the birds, Mr. Miles 
said. This year deputies on motorcycles 
have patrolled the counties the birds 
haunt and have run down every shooter 
found illegally shooting the game. 


Few persons in the state realize that 


such a 'harvest" of the birds has been 
matured in the northern counties, the 
state official said. The haunts of 
the 


chickens now extend as far east as one 
hundred miles from the west line of 
the state's boundary. 


Mr. Miles said the purposes of the 


state department contemplate allowing 
a very brief open season on the birds 
at the expiration of the "closed" law. 
A small bag limit an dthe shutting out 
of the birds from markets of the state 
will aid in keeping them here in large 
numbers. Mr. Miles said. Because the 
same principles have been followed with 
regard to the quail in Indiana those 
birds are slowly increasing in numbers, 
the commissioner said.

tion of his opinions dealing with the 
government workmen's compensation act 
under which compensation is granted for 
injuries to artisans or laborers employed 
by the United States. This is the pio- 
neer among compensation acts min thia 
country. Since its enactment, sixteen 
states have passed laws of ' a similar 
character, and the number is likely to 
be increased during the coming sessions 
of state legislatures. The very general 
mblie interest which attaches to such 
egislatibn .led 
Secretary 
Nagel, last 


uly, to direct the publication of the so- 
icitors opinions under this act, as il- 
ustrating.the construction and applica- 
ion of a law providing compensation 
as contrasted with a law giving a right

STONE STOPS PRISONER. 


Guard's Rifle Falls to Operate When 


Trigger Is Pulled. 


Portland, Ore., Nov. 11,—Following 


army rule!, a sentry at Vancouver Bar- 
racks endeavored to fire upon a military 
prisoner who was 
seeking to escape. 


Either his clip jammed or the striking 
pin failed to explode the cartridge. Be- 
ing thus prevented from hurtling a Hud- 
son-Thomas bullet into the anatomy of 
the fugitive, the sentry cast aside his 
new model Springfield and felled the 
prisoner with a stone after a brief chase. 


Had the rifle operated the prisoner 


would now be in the town morgue or 
post hospital, 
for

Obviously it was unnecessary to shool 
the offender, says the Oregonian. Yei 
experience has developed the fact thai 
tender mercy has no place in the stern 
curriculum of military science. The man 
who enters the service necessarily musi 
not prize life toil highly and is cxpcctet 
to forfeit it when necessary, cither in 
the line of duty or through his failure 
to abide by the rules of the game. 


Money Benefits Paid. 


The money benefits paid under this 


act between August 1, 1908, when it be 
came effective, and December 1,1911, ag- 
gregated $704,814.60 paid to injured per- 
sons on account of nonfatal injuries and 
$112,879.02 paid to surviving defendants 
on account of fatal injuries. Since De- 
cember, 1911. additional benefits amount- 
ing to nearly 8300.000 have been paid. 
During the first year after the passage 
of this act, 1,805 claims were submitted, 
of which 1,689 were allowed. During the 
second year 2.624 claims were submitted 
and 2,499 allowed. 


The present statute applies only to 


artisans or laborers employed in certain 
specific branches of the public service, 
or in certain hazardous occupations unr 
der the government. Any workman cov- 
ered by the act who is injured in the 
course "of his employment is entitled to 
receive for one year thereafter, unless 
sooner able to resume work, the same 
pay as if he continued to bo employed, 
except where the injury was due to bis 
own negligence or misconduct. If the 
injury .results in death during the year, 
the compensation allowed is payable to 
the widow or children or dependent par- 
ent. The act i? administered by the sec- 
retary of commerce and labor, who is 


authorized to decide all queations of 
negligence or misconduct, who is made 
the sole judge as t owhen a claim is es- 
tablished, and whose decision is final. 
Payment of compensation under the act 
is made from the ordinary current ap- 
propriations for salaries. 


Simple and Direct Mode. 


The solicitor emphasizes that feature 


of the act which permits of the estab- 
lishment of a simple and direct mode of 
procedure, whereby technicalities and 


elays are avoided and the relief pro- 
•ided can be speedily given, and the fur- 
ber feature, whereby the government 
s forbidden to exempt itself from lia- 
bility by any contract, agreement, rule 
ir«regulation. 
In this connection he 


ays: 


"The prompt payment of compensa 


:ion 
at a tima when the bread winner 


s stricken and money is most needed, 
without forcing the claimant to pursue 
an elaborate, 
expensive and dilatory 


jrocess of proof, is one of the striking 
Benefits of the act. Being in its nature 


remedial statute, it is rightly sus- 


ceptible of a liberal interpretation, as 
contrasted with a- strict interpretation 
in order to bring home the benefits in- 
tended. 
Such has been the interpreta- 


tion regularly applied by the secretary 
of commerce and 
labor, without, o: 


course, disregarding any of the limita 
tions of the statute, or extending it be^ 
yond its terms." 


A Step in Advance. 


In speaking further of the nature am 


benefits of the act, the solicitor state 
that it marks a distinct step in advanc 
and substitutes an enlightened modern 
view for certain obsolete doctrines o 
the common law, since it not only give 
a remedy whore none existed before, bu 
it waives the right of the government t 
exemption from liability and dispense 
with tbe necessity of appeals to congres 
in individual cases.

WHAT DE. JtLUATX SAYS 


Indianapolis, Nov. 11.—The state board 


of health has issued a circular to Indian- 
ians entitled "How to Guard Against 
Colds." The letter was written by Dr. 
J. X. Hurty, state health comissioner. It 
follows: 


"When you catch cold it is because 


you are undertone. What is to be under- 
tone? How do we become undertone? 


"When we are uhdytont the bodily 


functions are not working properly. We 
feel tired, although we have had eight 
or even ten hours in bed. We have lit- 
tle or "no appetite. We are languid. We 
can not fix our attention upon our work 
as is necessary for success. We can 
not think clearly. We do not feel well 
and all right. Sometimes these condi- 
tions exist in mild degree, and action 
boing necessary, we push ,pn with our 
work, forgetting, and perhaps not not- 
ing, the undertone. 


Microbes at Work. 


"However, the cold causing microbes 


which »re ever present, do not forget, or 
overlook their chance. 
They are wide 


awake, aud meeting with none or XMle

cells, they plant themselves in the tis- 
sues of the breathing tubes and com- 
mence their riot. They multiply rapidly 
and in their life processes make poisons 
which are absorbed into the circula- 
tion.

NEW TIME IS 20 HOURS 


New York, Nov. 11.—The announce- 


'ment that the Pennsylvania and New 
York 
Central railroads' eighteen-hour 


trains between New York and Chicago 
would be run on twenty-hour schedules 
recalls the fact that 'the eighteen-hour 
trains of both roads have figured in 
many accidents. 


The Pennsylvania's first wreck of an 


eighteen-hour flier occurred a short dis- 
tance east of Port Royal, Pa., on July 
15, 1005. A freight w.reck was the cause, 
and the engineer' was the only one hurt. 


The scene of the next Pennsylvania 


flier accident was at Blairsville, Pa. On 
July 28. 1906, tho Bier ran into another 
wreck that was piled over the four 
tracks of the road and plowed through 
it. The engine left the tracks, but the 
cars stayed on the rails. 
Nobody was 


hurt. 


The nest wreck of the Pennsylvania 


train was at Canton. 0., on Dec. 16, 
1900. The train- was making up thirty 
minut.e.s lost time, and ran into an en-, 
gine drawing a freight train on the 
tracks of the Wheeling and Lake Erie 
road, which crosses the Pennsylvania 
tracks there. The engineer of the freight 
train ivns killed and his fireman seriously

Cars Plunge Down Bank. 


On Feb. 22, 1907, three sleeping cars 


of ...the westbound flier plunged down a 
fifty-foot embankment at South Fork, 
Pa., near Johnstown. The cars crashed 
through the thin ice and snow which had 
made a covering for the shallow water 
of the' Conemaugh river. Fifty passen- 
gers were hurt. Among the more eeri- 
ously injured were Samuel F. Nixon, 
Felix Isman, a real estate man of Phil- 
adelphia, and former Mayor Busse of 
Chicago. 


The -wreck occurred at a point where 


some new rails had . been laid, and a 
special committee reported that it had 
been.caused by some foreign suhstance, 
possibly the brake shoe on the' tender, 
getting between the flange of a wheel 
and the track, causing the holts -on the 
track to spring and the rails to spread.

derailed at Canton, 0., when brake rig- 
ging on the.engine dropped. No one .was 
injured. 


On Jan. 5, 1911, the Pennsylvania 8ier 


was run into by a locomotive at the 
Crestline, Ohio, station., and a' conduc- 
tor was hurt. 


On Aug. 6, 1911, the eighteen hour 


flier was wrecked at Indiana Harbor, 
thirty-five' miles east of Chicago. 
The 


train carried about sixty passengers, 
including many women. 
All these es- 


caped with a severe shaking; up, but the 
engineer and fireman -were seriously in- 
jured. 


One week later, on AUJJ. 13, the flier 


had one of the worst wrecks in its his- 
tory. The train was running at a speed 
of about seventj' miles an hour to make 
up for lost time, when it ran into a 
new switch at the outskirts of Fort 


Wayne, Ind. Four person* were killed 
aund thirty injured. 


The Pennsylvania eighteen hour flier 


met with another serious accident on 
Feb. 15, 1912, when it plunged over an 
embankment at Warrior's Rldjje, thirty 
miles east of Altoona. 
Three persons 


•were killed and fifty-ono were injured. 


On-Feb. 20 tho flier ran into freight 


cars which were stalled near Middle- 
town. 
Two firemen wore badly hurt, 


but the steel cars saved the passengers. 
On March 4 both engines, baggage car 
aand combination coach of the eighteen 
hour flier were derailed ne»r Buoyrus, 
andthirty injured. 


Mentor Wreck Kills Twenty. 


The Twentieth 
Century 
limited of 


the New York Central also has figured 
in -many wrecks. 
On June 21, 1905, 


three days after the service was inaug- 
urated, the Twentieth Century was 
wrecked near Mentor by an 
open 


switch. 
This vreck caused the death 


of nineteen persons. 


On June 18, 1908, the flier was wreck- 


ed, near Buffalo, bat no one was tuft. 
The accident was caused by spreading 
rails. Another minor accident in •whicl: 
no, one -was hurt occurred near Elyria, 
Ohio, on Aug. 19, 1908, when the train 
ran into an open switch. On Oct. 8 
1908, the Twentieth Century was de- 
railed while running through Gary, Ind. 
bufc no one was hurt. . 


A serious accident befell the limitec 


on Dec. 13, 1909, when it ran into the 
rear of a delayed express at North East 
Pa. Sis passengers were killed and six- 
ty were hurt. 


On Jan. 25, 1910, the flier was'wreck- 


ed at" an open switch near St. Johns- 
ville, and the engineer and fireman were 
killed. 


Among tho recent aaccidents to the 


Twentieth Century was the collision on 
Jan. 11 last with a Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois train at Chicago.

"Without consolidn- 


f tion they cannot realize the possibilities 
Ho which they are entitled. With con- 


olidation they can have schools as good 


|«« the best. 


Brings K*w Buildings. 


"In the rural districts cosolidation has 
ade it imperative for the, school au- 


ihoritien to provide new buildings. These 
uildings are modern and built in com- 


pliance with the sanitary building law. 
They usually contain four to eight reci- 
tation rooms, well lighted 
halls and 


basements equipped for manual train- 
ing and cooking. 
Some of the build- 


ings have basements equipped for play- 
rooms during the rainy and cold weather. 
Many of these buildings are as welf 
equipped as the best buildings of our 
smaller cities. 


"From an economic point of view it 


has been demonstrated that it is cheaper 
to build and 
keep up one four-room 


building than to build and keep up four 
one-room buildings or eight one-room 
buildings. 


"These schools 
are 
the centers of 


township social life. The people of the 
community use 
these 
buildings 
for 


school 
entertainments 
and 
lecture 


courses and as a result the community 
pride brings about a better attituds to 
ward the school and consequently bet- 
ter financial support. 


"When the community gets in the 


hahit of using these buildings for com
